(Nominations and Elections) Committee. 


Council HandlesSpeedbumps, 
Hill, Roofs, Cracked Floor

At its February 10 regular meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council addressed traffic problems on Northway, issues 
raised at the October Senior Citizens Open Forum and 
changes to the city’s capital improvements plans. 


Since the last regular GHI 
meeting on Jan. 29, the board 
met in special session on Feb. 6 
and in regular session on Feb. 
13. The special session was held 
mainly to review a report by the 
N&E Committee calling for 
greater member participation. 
A short business meeting pre¬ 
ceded the discussion of the N&E 
Report. 


Charles F, Schwan, Jr. 
will be the name of the 
memorial scholarship a- 
ward in the contest 
sponsored by the Na¬ 
tional Cooperative 
Bank. 


Special Session 

In the business part of the 
special session, which lasted less 
than four minutes, the board 
expedited the process of refinan¬ 
cing loans it owes to the Nation¬ 
al Cooperative Bank totalling a- 
bout $8.7 million by approving 
for a second reading two con¬ 
tracts—an environmental review 
and an engineering study. The 
review and study are required by 
the National Cooperative Bank 
before it will refinance GHFs 
loans. GHI is seeking to trade 
two variable rate loans for a fix¬ 
ed rate loan at a slightly lower 
rate of interest. 

The environmental review, at 
a cost not to exceed $3,500, will 
be performed by Carnow, Coni- 
bear and Associates. Wiencek and 
Zavos will conduct the engineer¬ 
ing study at a cost not to exceed 
$0 000 . 

N&E Report 

The N&E Committee submit¬ 
ted a 14-page report to the board, 
dated January 1992, suggesting 
ways to encourage candidates to 
seek GHI elected office and to 
encourage more members to vote 
at the annual meeting in May. 
The committee consists of Su.-,an 
Walker, Chair, and Ken Barnes, 
Marsha Barrett, Diana Lieb- 
seher and Bob Mongelli. The re¬ 
port was three years in the mak¬ 
ing. 

No action was taken by board 
members at this meeting regard¬ 
ing any of the suggestions in 
the N&iE report. President of 
the board, Wayne Williams, 
praised the N&E Committee for 
its new approaches to encourage 
member participation, which in¬ 
cluded banners over Crescent 
Road and the thought-provoking 
questions for board candidates on 
the Candidate Consent Form. 

The suggestion for a mail-in 


ballot for the annual election met 
with either no response or neg¬ 
ative response. GHI homeowner 
Barbara Likowski said that she 
felt the Cooperative idea was a 
precious one and that the give 
and take at the annual meeting 
was important. She reminded the 
board that in the past when 
people were able to have more 
than one proxie that people came 
to the meeting with many prox¬ 
ies- As a result the by-laws were 
changed to permit only one 
proxie per member. Likowski 
said that a vote by mail might 
result in a similar situation. Au¬ 
dit Committee member Craig 
Tooley also spoke against ti e 
idea of a mail-in vote. 

Ken Barnes supported the 
need for a monthly GHI news¬ 
letter by saying that the cover¬ 
age of the GHI meetings by the 
News Review was too selective 
in coverage. Currently the GHI 
Newsletter is published quarter¬ 
ly, Barnes would like to include 
the minutes of board meetings 
in the newsletter. 

Regular Session 

The board met in regular ses¬ 
sion on Feb. 13 to consider a 
number of issues including a me¬ 
morial award and a sublease 
extension. 

In 1990 the board granted 
permission to a member to sub¬ 
lease a unit for two years while 
the member attended school in 
Baltimore. At this meeting the 
board unanimously approved a 
two-year extension in order for 
the member to complete a course 
of study. In the discussion, beard 
Secretary Betty Deitch made it 
clear that the important test in 
this case was that the member 
plans to return to Greenbelt 
Homes when studies are complet¬ 
ed in Baltimore. 

After discussing it at the last 
regular session, the board ma le 
it official at this meeting. Charles 
F. Schwan, Jr., will be the name 
of the memorial scholarship a- 
ward in the contest sponsored 
by the National Cooperative 
Btmk The amount of the award 
is $1,350, the cost of one year’s 
tuition at the University of 
Maryland. While it was at it, the 
board voted to make the award 
an annual event. 

The winner of this year’s a- 
ward will be announced by the 
staff at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School. According to board mem¬ 
ber Donald Comis, who is acting 
as liaison with the high school, 
*he award ceremony will be in 
May. 

State Bills 

GHI General Manager Ron¬ 
ald Colton placed before the board 
two items of State legislation 
that could be of concern—the 
Intercounty Connector and a

Candidates expected to attend 
are former Massachusetts Sena¬ 
tor Paul Tsongas, Arkansas 
Governor Bill Clinton, Nebraska 
Senator Bob KerreyJowa Sena¬ 
tor Tom Harkin and lormer Cali¬ 
fornia Governor Jerry Brown- 

Scheduled for Sunday, March 
1 at 5:30 p.m., the debate will be 
held only two days before the 
Maryland primary election. Tick¬ 
ets may be purchased at the 
Democratic Party state head¬ 
quarters. 


daylight bill specifically for co¬ 
ops. 

Construction of the Inter Coun¬ 
ty Connector, proposed in State 
bill PG-401, has been opposed in 
testimony by GHI and the City 
of Greenbelt, according to Col¬ 
ton. Williams instructed Colton 
to contact State Senator Leo 
Green to affirm GHFs opposition 
to the construction of the Inter 
County Connector. 

The proposed daylight bill to 
make records of all Maryland 
cooperatives open to the public 
prompted the board to ask the 
General Manager to suggest to 
Senator Green that the bill be 
tabled and submitted to commit¬ 
tee for study- 

Housekeeping 

The board set aside the even¬ 
ing of March 19 for a special 
session to hear testimony from 
local real estate firms and others 
concerning GHI subleasing and 
other related matters. 

GHI has hired an assistant for 
Colton. The new employee, Jill 
Hudson, is a recent MBA gradu¬ 
ate from Frostburg State Uni¬ 
versity, 

Thursday, Feb. 13, was a snow 
day, but surprisingly the contrac¬ 
tor working on the landfill re¬ 
storation behind the GHI head¬ 
quarters was hard at work grad¬ 
ing the site and constructing the 
stormwater interceptor required 
by Prince Georges County. 


Speed Bumps 

Mark Davis, president of the 
Woodland Hills Community As¬ 
sociation, presented the Associ¬ 
ation’s petition calling for instal¬ 
lation of speed bumps on North¬ 
way between Crescent and Hill¬ 
side Roads. On Several occasions 
in the past the association has 
brought the speeding problem to 
the attention of council and has 
now decided to request this spe¬ 
cific solution. In accordance with 
its standing rules, council refer¬ 
red the petition to staff for com¬ 
ment. It will be considered for 
action at the Feb. 24 regular 
meeting. 

Davis summarized the results of 
a speed survey conducted last 
October by the Greenbelt Police. 
The study found most drivers 
going close to the speed limit- 
However, Davis pointed out that 
during part of the survey week 
fog was dense enough “to pre¬ 
vent anyone but a total idiot 
from driving over the speed lim¬ 
it. Even during this period, how¬ 
ever, 11 percent of the vehicles 
were clocked at over 30 miles 
per hour.” 

Davis also reminded council 
that the officer conducting the 
survey described that stretch of 
Ncrthway as “probably one of 
the more dangerous roadways in 
the city,” featuring curving and 
hilly terrain, on-street parking, 
no sidewalks and frequent pedes¬ 
trian and bicycle traffic’ 

Senior Citizen Concerns 

Council received a draft re¬ 
sponse to the issues raised at 
the Senior Citizens Advisory 
Committee’s open forum on Oc¬ 
tober 5. Betty Timer presented 
these issues to council at its 
January 13 regular meeting. The 
committee addressed several of 
the concerns, noting that space 
for seniors has been included in 
plans for the new community 
center, that a “Food and Friend¬ 
ship” program operated at Green 
Ridge House is open to all sen¬ 
iors, and that a speakers pro¬ 
gram for seniors is now being 
developed. The committee noted 
that planning is underway for a 
competitive sports program for 
seniors and for an outreach pro¬ 
gram for homebound seniors. 

The committee also asked the 
city to address some lighting and 
walkway problems and to flatten 
the rise of the hill between Roos¬ 
evelt Center and Green Ridge 
House. The staff has prepared 
information on the cost of im¬ 
proving the lighting around the 
Mobil station in Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter and drafted letters to Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc- for some items 
on GHI property. 

The most difficult issue is the 
request to flatten the rise in the 
hill between the center and Green 
Ridge House. In previous at¬ 
tempts to address this issue, the 
city installed a hand railing and 


additional benches to give sen¬ 
iors a place to rest partway up 
the hill. However, several coun- 
cihnembers recalled that prev¬ 
iously proposed engineering so¬ 
lutions to the problem became, 
in Mayor Gill Weidenfeld’s 
terms, “tremendously difficult and 
costly.” 

Councilmember Edward Patens 
jokingly suggested installing a 
ski lift, but more seriously pro¬ 
posed that citizens, staff and en¬ 
gineers hold a “Senior Citizens 
Charette” to develop solutions. 

Betty Timer noted that while 
seniors could avoid the hill by 
taking Southway to Ridge this 
greatly increases the length of 
the trip, Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts suggested an alternate 
path on the inner walkway and 
the use of the Greenbelt Connec¬ 
tion. Timer felt that such an 
option violated the seniors’ need 
to be independent 

The discussion ended with no 
action taken on the problems of 
the hill but with council ap¬ 
proving the referral of two issues 
to GHI. 

Capital Improvements 

Council approved changing the 
city’s capital improvements plans 
in recognition of lower than ex¬ 
pected funds. The changes in¬ 
clude: evaluation of using exist¬ 
ing space in the Youth Center 
for a women’s locker/shower 
room, instead of building an ad¬ 
dition; deferring reconstruction 
of the Braden Field tennis courts 
until the cause of the cracks can 
be determined; deferring replace¬ 
ment of the gym floor in the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen¬ 
ter; proceeding with construc¬ 
tion of the Public Works storage 
shed and salt storage structure; 
upgrading the current Public 
Works facility using funds cur¬ 
rently designated for planning 
for a new building, and defer¬ 
ring the resurfacing of the roofs 
of the Youth Center and the Pub¬ 
lic Works garage. 

The only controversy involved 
the indefinite delay in replacing 
the floor of the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center gym. This pro¬ 
ject was originally proposed be¬ 
cause the present flooring is 
harder on knee joints than hard¬ 
wood floors. Councilmember An¬ 
toinette M, Bram requested a sep¬ 
arate vote on delaying this pro¬ 
ject, which she argued was need¬ 
ed by seniors and youths in 
Springhill Lake. She lost 3-2 in 
the council vote, supported by 
Roberts, who called for equity in 
the treatment of Center and 
Springhill Lake youths.

Mrs. Kreisberg 
joined the staff of the Hospital 
for Sick Children in 1978 and 
was chief of the recreational 
therapy department there at the 
time of her death. 

She was a member of the Na¬ 
tional Therapeutic Recreation 
Society and the Association for 
the Care of Children's Health. 

Survivors include her husband 
of 11 years, David K. Kreisberg 
and son Andrew, of the home 
address; mother and stepfather 
Alma Vite Clarke, and Hugh 
Clarke. Modena, N.Y. a.id four 
brothers.

66 Board Erred 99 


To the Editor: 

Marguerite Wolfe's letter 
(February 14 News Review) ex¬ 
pressed the frustrations of thou¬ 
sands of parents and school sys¬ 
tem employees who were con¬ 
fronted by the abrupt switch in 
the school furlough schedule. 

I share her frustration and 
anger. The board and its attor¬ 
ney clearly erred wn.m we failed 
to anticipate the potential $2 
million unemployment claim tne 
school system faced if we went 
ahead with the original fur¬ 
lough schedule. Rescheduling the 
furlough with only two weeks 
notice was grossly unfair to the 
parents and employees who had 
made other arrangements for 
themselves and their families. 

Despite the threat of a giant 
unemployment claim, I person¬ 
ally voted to keep the furlough 
as scheduled. I saw it as the 
only fair alternative at the time. 
However, the board majority be¬ 
lieved all of the $6 million sav¬ 
ings from the furlough had to 
be retained. The system could not 
afford the unemployment claim. 
That meant the unpaid days 
could not be scheduled consecu¬ 
tively.

House Delegation 
Cancels Hearing 

The public hearing announced 
last week that was to be held 
at the Maryland-National Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion Auditorium on Tuesday, 
February 25 has been canceled, 
as the four bills to be considered 
will not be introduced in the 
House of Delegates during the 
present session. These bills would 
have made changes to campaign 
contributions to County Council 
members, levied police costs in 
criminal and traffic cases, re¬ 
duced jurors’ per diem expense 
money, and required cert&n 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission employees to reside 
in a county served by the Com¬ 
mission. 

One bill out of the four, en¬ 
titled “Prince Georges County 
Ethical and Elections Stand* 
ards,” will be introduced by the 
Prince Georges County Senate 
Delegation. It will prohibit ap¬ 
plicants in zoning cases from 
contributing to County Council or 
County Executive election cam¬ 
paigns, prohibit council members 
from voting on a zoning case if 
they have received a contribution 
from the applicant within three 
years, require zoning applicants 
to disclose their contributions 
and solicitations for the past 
three years, and require zoning 
applicants and elected County 
Council officials to disclose any 
private communications with 
each other within five working 
days. Filings must be made with 
the Clerk of the County Couno;:, 
but implementation and super¬ 
vision is under control of *he 
State Ethics Commission. 

Some contributions, however, 
are exempt from this law. These 
include contributions and trans¬ 
fers to slates of candidates, 
transfers between committees of 
different candidates, or to a 
political party central comrrnt- 
tee. _

Increased staff and modernization were the principal 
subjects of discussion in a broad spectrum of issues raised 
at a meeting of the Board of Directors of the Greenoelt 
Cooperative Publishing Association, Inc., publishers of the 
News Review, held during a five hour session on February 
9 at the home of President Emeritus and News Editor, 
Elaine Skolnik.

In addition to the five board 
members attending, Editor Mary 
Lou Williamson and Business 
Manager Mary Halford partici¬ 
pated. The board members are 
Diane Oberg, president; Pat 
Scully vice-president and secre¬ 
tary; Virginia Beauchamp, treas¬ 
urer; Assistant Editor Barbara 
Likowski and Jim Giese. 

Finances 

Halford reported that for the 
first nine months of the paper’s 
fiscal year which began April 1, 
1991, there was an operating loss 
of $115, 

The News Review is a hand- 
to-mouth operation. Each Tues¬ 
day night the amount of paid 
advertising is totalled and this 
determines the size of the paper. 

The participants then pro¬ 
ceeded to tackle a 28-item agen¬ 
da prepared by President Oberg, 
More Volunteers Needed 

A number of the items dealt 
with ways and means to increase 
the number of persons who work 
on the paper. To publish each 
weekly paper, the News Review 
relies on a large number of vol¬ 
unteers. There are not only 
writers and editors, but proof 
readers, make - up specialists, 
advertising clerks and solicitors, 
persons to work the business of¬ 
fice, and circulation and delivery 
personnel. The more volunteers 
the paper has the less demand 
is made on any one staff per¬ 
son’s job. 


To publish each week- 
ly paper, the News Re¬ 
view relies on a large 
number of volunteers. 


Proposals to run advertise¬ 
ments and articles seeking vol¬ 
unteers were discussed, as well 
as other ideas such as annual 
awards, photography awards, 
open houses or volunteer infor¬ 
mational meetings, and recruit¬ 
ing from special groups who 
might be interested. Because the 
News Review is not only the pa¬ 
per for this community but pro¬ 
duced by this community, it was 
felt that greater citizen involve¬ 
ment should be encouraged. The 
reporting staff is barely enough 
to cover essential meetings in 
the city. Residents could greatly 
assist by writing up or at least 
submitting written information 
on other events which occur in 
the community in which they 
participate. 

Modernization 

When the paper purchased a 
used copy machine recently, 
President Oberg proudly an¬ 
nounced that the News Review 
had moved into the 1960’s, At 
this meeting, there was discus¬ 
sion of how to further modern¬ 
ize the paper’s operation. 

In other business, the Board 
established a committee to re¬ 
write the bylaws, a task last 
done in 1949. The bylaw’s are out- 
of-date- It also dealt with some 
bill collection problems, staff 
needs, plans to do more inter¬ 
views of Greenbelt citizens and 
revisions made and to be made 
to the paper format. Best of all, 
the participants dealt with a de¬ 
licious lunch prepared by Elaine 
and Vic Nicholson.

The Children's Story 

Most of us stay in our ends of 
town, rarely crossing Greenbelt 
# Road to investigate the new de¬ 
velopments behind Hanover Park¬ 
way, Likewise, some of us in 
GHI stay on our respective ends 
of Ridge Road and so have com¬ 
pletely forgotten about - per¬ 
haps don’t even know about - 
North End School.

You see, it’s got a great 
sledding hill in the back towards 
the woods. And that day we 
came out in numbers to celebrate 
the snow, and say goodbye. 

I heard sledders began arriv¬ 
ing about eight o’clock that 
morning. By the time my son 
and I got there the hill had been 
packed down by a variety of 
sleds, toboggans and disks. As 
we approached the new chain- 
link fence surrounding what will 
soon be a construction site, kids 
and adults leaving warned us of 
the speed and treachery await¬ 
ing us. Eager for adventure, 
Michael and I ran through the 
open gate, past bulldozers and 
piles of branches, trunks and 
tree roots to the top of the hill. 
It was Michael’s first real sled¬ 
ding experience so we screamed 
and laughed all the wav to the 
bottom - and THE DITCH- We 
knocked heads and bit tongues 
and got our initiation in¬ 
to the “Fraternity of Survivors 
of the North End School Sled- 
der's Hill.” 

Between runs, adults and kids 
exchanged names and shared 
ditch tactics. We commented on 
our good fortune that it had 
snowed and that the fence was 
open. 

The morning had the air of a 
children’s story. The kind of 
story that describes a day when 
you’re young and it snows and 
you go to the old school hill to 
sled for the last time. When 
you’re older and keenly aware of 
changes, of how life passes 
quickly, of how impossible it is 
that you are no longer a kid on 
her sled but a mom with her 
kid on a sled, then such a day 
as we had is a special story- The 
kind you want to capture forev¬ 
er.
